(SEAL) To the inhabitants of the Town of Sunapee, in the 
County of Sullivan, in said State, qualified to vote in Town 
Affairs: You are hereby notified to meet at I, O. O. F. Hall, in 
said Sunapee on Tuesday, the 13th day of March next, at ten of 
the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects:

Article 7. To see what sums of money the Town will appro- 
priate for Town Officers’ Expenses, Election and Registration, 
Repairs of Town Buildings, Police and Health Departments, 
Bathing Beach and Town Dump and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 


Article 8. To see what sum of money the Town will raise to 
repair Highways and Bridges for the year ensuing and pass any 
vote relating thereto. 


Article 9. To see what sum of money the Town will raise or 
appropriate for the General Expenses of the Highway Depart- 
ment, including Road Oil, and pass any vote relating thereto, 
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Article 10. To see if the Town will vote to raise Two Thou- 
sand Five Hundred Dollars, ($2500.00) provided the State will 
give Five Thousand Dollars, ($5000.00) for Special State Aid 
Construction, to be expended on the Edgemont Road and pass 
any vote relating thereto.

SCHOOL DISTRICT 
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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the Members of the School Board, 
Sunapee, N. H. 


In times of moral and social unrest and change such as 
we are now passing through, it is essential that children have 
wise guidance. The children of Sunapee are fortunate in being 
under the care of a faculty which is particularly well fitted to 
help. This faculty is composed of teachers who are progres- 
Sive enough to see the good points of progress, and yet not 
radical enough to be swept off their feet by the fantastic ideas 
which are being advanced in some quarters in the guise of 
thought. 

Social, economic, and moral questions are now in the fore- 
ground. The basal knowledges and skills of the curriculum 
could possibly be taught by teachers without wide philosophy, 
but it is impossible today to confine ourselves to academic and 
cloistered book learning. National and world problems im- 
pinge upon us at every turn. The ideas of morals and ethics 
which were taken for granted by people for generations are 
being assailed as archaic. The youth of today is in the center 
of the greatest bewilderment of centuries. More than ever 
must we insist on a faculty which can help our children to keep 
their feet on the ground. We have such a faculty at present, 
and we must keep such a faculty. 

During the past year we have had only two changes. Miss 
Elizabeth Aldrich has replaced Mrs. Swenor as teacher of home 
economics, and Miss Dorothy Kennedy succeeds Miss Bodwell 
as teacher of languages. In conformity with the style of last 
year, we cut the pay of our teachers. This year it is the style 
to replace these cuts. Even if we have no interest in the effect 
of the increased cost of living on the teachers as individuals, 
yet we must bear in mind the competition which will arise for 
their services if other places raise salaries, and consequently, 
we should make adequate budget provision for their retention. 

I have spoken in previous reports about the necessity for 
raising our standard of scholarship. JI am glad to report that 
information from institutions of higher learning satisfies me 
that we have made progress in this direction. Our high school 
pupils are better prepared than previously, and our elementary 
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grades are giving a better ground work for even more thorough 
learning in the future. 

The extra-curricular activities which have formerly 
seemed tc be somewhat out of proportion, have now assumed 
their proper relationship. 

In general, I can say that the school is running well, and 
is performing its proper function. When this is true, there is 
not much to say in a report of this kind. As to business man- 
agement, I can say that we kept within our budget and paid 
our bills. This is no mean achievement in these times. I feel 
that in no small measure the satisfactory conditions are due 
to the sympathetic and intelligent oversight of the school 
board. May I express my personal appreciation of your help?
